FBn.4DKi.PinA, May 20.—John Barrteloy, 


City Treasurer of Philadelphia, was ar- 
riiigued in Court to-dny to answer triple 
charges for misappropriating $30,000 in 
city money, the embezzlement of $400,000 
and upwards of State funds and perjury in 
violating his oath of office by loaning tbe 
city money out at interest.
